Philosophy  and  Psychology 

Dr.  Rebec 

1.  History  of  American  Ideals.  An  attempt  to  trace  th,e  history  of 
America  with  an  emphasis  upon  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  factors 
rather  than  the  political  phases  usually  stressed.  Beginning  w 
antecedents  of  the  American  life  and  spirit  back  to  the  Renaissance  an 
Reformation  in  Europe,  the  aim  will  be  to  trace  their  development  through 
all  the  chief  phases  of  our  history  down  to  the  present  day.  The  reading 
of  representative  works  of  American  literature,  philosophy,  and  even 
theology,  rather  than  the  ordinary  political  histories,  will  be  expected  of 
the  student.       Daily  at  11.  Two  semester  hours. 

2.  Psychology.  Primarily  a  course  in  general  psychology,  though  the 
^special  needs  and  interests  of  teachers  will  not  be  forgotten.       Daily  at  9. 

\  Two  semester  hours. 

War  Emergency  Course 

The  Extension  Division  announces  a  ten  weeks'  course  for  the  training 
of  persons  who  wish  to  take  business  positions  as  secretaries,  clerks, 
office  assistants  and  telegraphers,  or  who  wish  to  qualify  for  the  civil 
service  examinations  for  these  positions,  to  be  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  National  League  for  Women's  War  Service,  and  directed  by  D.  Walter 
Morton,  dean  of  trie  school  of  commerce  in  the   University. 

Classes  will  meet  from  6  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  at  Lincoln  High.  School  five 
nights  each  week  from  June  24  to  August  3.0.  The  subjects  which  will  be 
taught  are  business  correspondence,  bookkeeping,  arithmetic,  office  man- 
agement,  stenography,  typewriting  and  telegraphy. 

The  fee  for  the  ten  weeks'  course  will  be  $15.  Students  registered  for 
these  courses  may  also  take  any  of  the  day  courses  during  the  six  weeks' 
term  without  any  further  payment  of  fees. 

The  minimum  registration  required  for  the  giving  of  this  war  emergency 
course  is  100.  Persons  who  will  register  should  leave  their  names  at  the 
University  office,  451  Court  House,  at  once. 

Reed  College  Summer  Courses 

A  special  course  arranged  by  the  Surgeon-General  for  the  training  of 
Reconstruction  Aides  will  be  given  at  Reed  College  from  June  24  to 
September   6. 

Other  summer  courses  to  be  given  at  Reed  College  are  in  physical 
education.  The  first  term  will  be  from  June  24  to  August  2,  and  the  second 
term  from  August  5   to   September   6.

There  will  be  a  special 
fee    of   $5    for    the    course 
for    persons    not    registered 
in   the    summer    term.        Eegistered    students    will   pay    no    additional    fee. 
Single  lectures  will  be  fifty  cents. 

2.  America  and  the  World  War.  The  course  will  be  devoted  to,  (1)  an 
analysis  of  the  situation  which  has  slowly  developed  in  Europe  and  trib- 
utary territories,  completely  upsetting  the  traditional  equilibrium  of  the 
civilized  world;  (2)  an  effort  to  interpret  our  own  national  expansion 
and  development  as  related  to  its  developing  world  situation;  (3)  an 
attempt  to  forecast  somewhat  the  further  course  of  this  joint  development 
and,  in  particular,  of  our  national  part  in  it.  The  work  will  be  conducted 
by  lectures,  discussions  and  collateral  reading.  Daily  at  8  P.  M.,  the  last 
three  weeks  of  the  session.     These  lectures  will  be  free  to  the  public.
